The unexpected reversal oc­ 
curred late yesterday when the 
house voted, 185 to 155, to de­ 
fer the inauguration of con­ 
scription for 60 days while an 
effort is made to obtain 400,000 
recruits for the army by one- 
year voluntary enlistments.

danger of eventual defeat. Indica­

LONDON, Sept. 6— (’oming wave on wave in formations too 
thick to count, Adolf Hitler’s warplanes today launched mightier 
assaults than ever against Britain after the worst night of the 
war, and engaged in a series of non-stop battles all over the 
London area and southeastern England.

Only As Figurehead; Pro-Nazis 
Stage Anti-Jewish Riots

BUCHAREST, Sept. 6— King Carol ll, yielding to demand* 
of Rumania's new military dictatorship and riotous clamor in 
the streets, adbieated today in favor of his 18-year-old son, 
Mihai, and fled into exile aboard the royal yacht. 
Reported with him was red-headed Magda Lupescu, his as­ 
sociate more than of a decade ago when he relinquished his 
right to succession to the throne for gay Paris exile and lek 
Prince Mihai reign as child monarch under a regency. 
The destination of the royal yacht which sailed into th* 
Rlack sea from Constanta was not known. 
The king boarded 
it after secret departure from Bucharest by special train. 
Back of him in troubled, dism em bered R um ania Carol left his son 
as the fro n t of an axis aligned m ilitary d ictato rsh ip which already had 
starte d a w holesale roundup of Im portant political figure* in C aro le 
decade of power. 
Mlhal To Be Only A Figurehead 
P rin ce M ihai im m ediately w as proclaim ed king-succesaor to hi* 
father, b u t only to be a figurehead ruler u n d er stern Gen. Ion A ntoneseu, 
to whom C arol first bad yielded his kingly pow ers and a t w hose de* 
m and h e finally gave up th e throne. 
C arol w as believed by som e to be en ro u te to Egypt, b n t there wa* 
no confirm ation of this, and o th er o bservers supposed he might seek 
exile m ore d istant from his dism em bered B alkan realm . 
G angs of th e anti-Sem itic Iron G uard, w hich Carol had outlaw ed 
and hu n d red s of whose m em bers had died before his firin g squads, 
roam ed B ucharest, beating Jew ish shopkeepers who failed to hang p io 
tures of th e stalw art young M lhal in th eir w indow s. 
M uch of the clam or for C arol’s abdication and M ihai's succession 
had com e from the Iron G uard. Mihai had been king u n d er a regency 
a decade ago while Carol w as living in P aris w ith M adam e Lupescu. 
P olice m ade no effo rt to control the excesses of th e G uardists, 
S treet celebrations of M ihai’s reb irth to kingship often m aeked th a 
d epredations of the GO ardtst squads. 
C arol left R um ania in th© firm 4 - -

hands of Prem ier-Gen. Ion Auto- 
nescu w ho has aligned h is new 
n atio n alistic regim e closely w ith 
the d e stin ies of warring Germany 
and Italy. 
The old crown council, composed

While these totals appear insignificant compared

H ere, for example, is an account 
of tho circum stances which led to 
th e Monroe Doctrine, an account 
by Calhoun In a speech delivered 
25 years afte r Monroe, Jefferson, 
Madison 
and 
Adams 
had 
made 
their momentous decision to defend 
th e independence of the western 
hemisphere. 
Calhoun’s speech was delivered 
In 1848, shortly after the overthrow

To that policy which was estab- 
Hailed, as Calhoun points out, by 
British and American resistance to 
th** designs of the allied despot­ 
isms of Europe, the United States 
has owed the very isolation which 
so many of our curren t "isolation­ 
ists” never have understood. 
The present agreem ent Is a con­ 
tinuation of this sam e fundamental 
policy—the 
policy 
of 
Jefferson. 
Madison and 
Monroe. 
It ta the 
policy of excluding despotic gov­ 
ernm ents from this hemisphere. It 
Is the policy of collaborating with 
Great Britain to enforce this policy 
It is a policy based upon a recog 
nltlon th at the defense of the tnde 
pendence and freedom of this hem ­ 
isphere requires that the Atlantic 
ocean be controlled exclusively bv 
free nations. These are the Inner 
principles 
of 
American 
foreign 
policy, unchanged and In essence 
unchanging, 
sin ce 
the 
earliest 
yeara of the republic. 
Always 
therefore, 
when 
they 
have been put to the test, tb s 
American people have returned to 
these principles, hsve rediscovered 
them, have remembered them, have 
reaffirmed them, and have upheld 
them. 
For these principles were not In­ 
vented by theorists. 
T hey are the 
products of ho inexorable necessity 
—the necessity of our geographical 
position and of our accumulated 
historic development. 
For a time 
men may forget the principles that 
a re the guiding genius of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy. 
For a tim e men m a / by propa­ 
ganda he induced to deny those 
principles. 
Rut In the end Ameri­ 
cans alw ays will return to them 
for they are Inherent in the very 
existence of the American nation.

8.000-mile swing of the 
chantry, Dr 
Walters noted that 
Oberlin college, New York univer­ 
sity and several others have urged 
current enrollees to return, with 
assurance that tuition and other 
payments will be refunded if they 
are drafted for immediate service. 
Unnecessary In W artim e 
In Cleveland, Col. Frank Scott, 
who was chairman of the World 
war 
industries board, 
declared: 
“ I am opposed to conscription of 
ilduatry in peacetime because I 
found It unnecessary to conscript 
industry in wartime.’' 
Rep. John M. Vorys (R ) of Ohio 
said in Washington he would ask 
tie house military affafrs commit­ 
tee to approve legislation dealing 
with the problem of credit and 
loans to persons subject to mili­ 
tary service. 
, Such 
a measure, 
he said, is 
needed to prevent "chance'' con­ 
scription of wealth. 
Vorys wrote John B Barton, sec­ 
retary of the Columbus Automo­ 
bile Trade association, Indorsing 
proposals that the equities of con­ 
scripted men a* well as the Beli­ 
efs' Interests he protected by the 
appointment of referee* to arbi­ 
trate repossessions and permit set­ 
tlements. 
Mrs. Bolton Opposed 
Two Ohioans took opposite view* 
during house consideration of the 
conscription hill, with Mrs. France* 
Bolton, Cleveland Republican, ojv 
posing the measure and Rep. Dow 
Harter. Akron Democrat, asserting 


that 
compulsory 
service 
alone 
would assure total defense. 
Mrs. Bolton termed the conscrip­ 
tion bill nothing “ less than a ma­ 
jor step toward a dictatorship un­ 
der which the conditions in the 
world today could be used to Im­ 
plement 
the declaration 
by 
the 
President of not total defense but 
total control.” 
Contending that 
"our 
national 
requirements cannot be met by any 
voluntary 
service,” 
Harter 
de­ 
clared: 
"W e do not 
propose to 
gamble on what we know will be 
a losing proposition " 
House Expunges Remark 
Meanwhile, the house voted to 
expunge 
from 
the Congressional 
Record the remark of Rep. Vincent 
(D) of Kentucky—directed fit Rep. 
Martin I.. Sweeney (Ut of Ohio— 
that he did not want to "sit by a 
traitor to my country.” 
Vincent's remark, prompted by 
Sweeney's speech against conscrip­ 
tion, precipitated a fistic encoun­ 
ter between the two that was not 
halted until each had landed sev­ 
eral blows.
